It 
was unanimously agreed that 
a local survey would have to 
be made before steps are 
taken, Comments made by 
councillors after the hear- 
ing, indicated that therewas 
no crying local need for such 
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a project, At least not im- 
mediately, 

A new schedule of meet- 
ing expense rates for coun- 
cillors were ratified as sub- 
mitted. Approved rates will 
now be $24 for a half-day

3. FURNACE MOTOR AND FAN bearings 
should be lubricated to the manufac- 
turer's instructions. 


4. FURNACE VENTS should be free of any 
blockage and checked for state o¢ 
repair. 


5. REGISTERS should be cleaned of dust 
and foreign objects. 


6. LOOSE-FITTING DOORS and windows 
result in an overall loss of heat. Appli- 
cation of weather stripping will prevent 
this. But don't turn your house into a 
“sealed box’. Some fresh air inlets are 
important to health and safety. 


7. FURNITURE should be placed so that 
hot or cold air registers are not ob- 
structed.

Japan Exports * 


important to 
farmers

The following information 
was released through Agri- 
News and should be signifi- 
cant to our farmers, Quote 
“Increased production and 
marketing opportunities for 
Alberta farmers should be 
realized as aresult of recent 
discussions the Alberta Ec- 
onomic Mission to Japan 
had with Japanese govern- 
ment and trade officials, The 
mission returned to Alberta 
last weekend after holding 
five days of talks in Tokyo. 

Dr. H, M. Horner, deputy 
premier and minister ofag- 
ricylture, in assessing the 
mission, said that the agri- 
culture talks were ex- 
tremely timely because the 
Japanese were interested in 
investing in foreign count- 
ries to reduce their trade 
surplus as well as increas- 
ing imports into that coun- 
try. 

The Japanese eating hab- 
its are changing rapidly, 
noted Dr. Homer, and as a 
result the consumer is de- 
manding high quality food 
products that Alberta pro- 
ducers can supply, The in- 
creased demand for beef, 
pork and honey, as an ex- 
ample, is about 20 per cent 
per year, Because of their 
limited production and tech- 
nical resources, domestic 
production is unable to keep 
pace with the ever increas- 
ing demand, It is estimated 
that by 1975 Japan will in- 
crease its beef imports by 
150,000 tons and its pork 
imports by 180,000 tons, If 
Alberta can supply only a 
small part of this market it 
would be sufficient to pro- 
vide our farmers with signi- 
ficant expansion and assur- 
ance of income stability, 
The Japanese are also ex- 
tremely concerned about 
pollution and are therefore 
interested in joint ventures 
in Alberta in the agriculture 
processing sector, Because 
of these factors, Dr, Horner 
feels that the agriculture 
industry must act quickly 
to take advantage of the 
Situation, 

Looking at specific pro- 
ducts, Dr, Horner sees Al- 
berta pork holding the great- 


est potential for increasing 
in the Japanese market, As a 
direct result of the Alberta 
economic mission, the Jap- 
anese trading companies 
were so interested in in- 
creasing the importation of 
pork, that several of the 
companies will be sending 
missions to Alberta during 
the next three months to have 
a first hand look at our 
agriculture industry, 

Other products the Jape 
anese were interested in in- 
cluded. beef, malt, rapeseed 
oil, feed stuffs, mayonnaise 
and breeding stock, Joint 
ventures in the processing 
of some of these products 
also interested the trading 
companies, 

An immediate follow-up 
to the mission by both gov- 
ernment and agri-business 
is necessary to take advan- 
tage of this interest by Jap- 
anese trading companies, It 
is our intention, says Dr, 
Horner, to do everything 
possible to make sure Al- 
berta agriculture products 
move onto this Japanese 
market, Agri-business re- 
presentatives have been 
asked to report to their res- 
pective groups and partici- 
pate in meetings with mar- 
keting board and comm- 
ission members which are 
expected to be held in the 
immediate future,’ 
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Mr, Dez Sutton of the Alcomdale area is the owner 
of the Warba potato (above), This ‘spud’ weighed 
3 Ibs, 5 ozs, and is 7 inches by 6 inches, Mr, Sutton 
indicated that he ‘‘dug-up’’ a great number of these 


large potatoes this fall,

Treating for warbles will 
be a reality again this fall, 
The Sturgeon District is a 
warble-free area as auth- 
orized by the related bylaw. 

The common treatments 
used are spraying with, or 
pouring on Co-Ral, Negu- 
von or Ruelene, The foll- 
owing comments are offered 
to assist producers as to 
what chemical to use, 

CO-RAL (Coumaphos) - 
Use a 0,5 (zero point five) 
concentration and spray on. 
Mix two pounds of 25 per 
cent W. P. per 10 gallons of 
water and spray one gallon 
of this mixture per animal - 
ONCE. Treat from Septem- 
ber to December 15, This is 


Minimize winter kill 
fo trees and shrubs 


Re-issued by Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist. 

Water your ornamental 
trees and shrubs thoroughly 
between now and freeze-up 
to minimize winter killing, 
advises Herman Oosterhuis 
who is in charge of the Al- 
berta department of agri- 
culture’s tree planting pro- 
gram, 

He explains that watering 
at this time is more impor- 
tant than at any other time 
of the year, particularly in 
the case of pines, junipers 
and spruce, It is even more 
important if the tree or 
shrub was planted this year, 
or if it is growing in adry 
location such as close tothe 
house on the south or east

side, Birch trees are anoth- 
er species that should be 
watered. Because of their 
shallow root system, they do 
not have access to deep 
subsoil moisture. Unless 
there has been a lot of rain 
most soil is very low in 
moisture at this time of year 

When the soil moisture 
is frozen and the plant is 
relatively dormant, mois- 
tuge cannot be supplied to 
the twigs, buds or needles 
to prevent them from dry- 
ing out. A plentiful supply 
of moisture in the fall will 
enable the tree or shruk 
to withstand the drying force 
of winter winds and varying 
temperatures, Because ever 
greens retain their needles 
all winter, they are more 
vulnerable to winter desica- 
tion, and its resultant burn- 
ing of the foliage than trees 
which lose their leaves in 
the fall. 

Mr, Oosterhuis says that 
a large percentage of orna~ 
mentals that winter killed 
last year, because the soil 
was very dry during the late 
summer and fall, could pro- 
bably have been saved if 
they had been well watered 
before freeze-up. He re- 
commends soaking each tree 
or shrub thoroughly about 
once a week between now 
and whenthe ground freezes. 


not the cut-off date for this 
treatment, but for best re- 
sults early treatment is re- 
commended, DO NOT apply 
on milking cows at anytime, 
on animals to be slaugh- 
tered within seven days, on 
cows to freshen within 14 
days, and on animals under 
three months of age, DO NOT
